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NICC prepares for spring

• It's spring.. .when the Chain 0' Lakes area 
thrives on sun, fun and fishing. The Illinois 
Dept. of Conservation's Fish and Wildlife 
Division, with the help of the Northern 
Illinois Conservation Club (NICC), have 
been, for a few weeks now, 'processing* some 
450 fish preparing to stock the Chain. 

"We've been trying to help our own area by 
generating money .that the department can't 
seem to get out of their budget," said Chuck 
Kempf who was recently elected to the Chain 
0' Lakes-Fox River Water Management 
Agency. 

The NICC purchased a scale press, which 
they presented to the department at the 
NICC-885 Civic Club Third Annual 
Recognition Dinner April 18, to enable them 
to determine age and growth rate of fish and 
also donated tags to help with a creel study. 

This study involves actively checking fish 
caught from the lakes to determine size, 
quantity of different species and other in- 
formation. .^ -. 

"It's (the chain) an under-rated body of 
water. People don't realize the quality of 
fishing offered here. We're happy, to see 
things turning around," said Kempf. 1 , 

Yi*As soon as -we get the fish population up to 
a certain point the fishing is going to be so 
good in. the ChainO' Lakes, people are hot 
going to have to bother driving up north (to 
Canada)," he said- ^ 

The process at the Spring Grove Hatchery 
is overseen by the District Biologist Joe 
Ferencak who works directly under Regional 
Fish and Wildlife Manager for the Illinois 
Dept. of Conservation, Jim Langbein. 

Ripe, female Walleye are stripped, mixing 
the spawn with the milt from ripe male fish. 
The two are mixed in a bowl to insure fer- 
tilization. 



Next; a solution which prevents the eggs 
from sticking, Diatomateous Earth, is added 
to the eggs, eliminating clumping. The eggs 
are then soa.ked with water to wash off ex- 
cess solution. 

The bowls containing the eggs are left to 
float on the water, considered the.' hardening 
off process'. While the eggs are hardening, 
they absorb water and increasing in size. , 

. The. eggs are then taken from the bowls 
and put in recepticles where they endure an 
18-20 day hatching period at 52 degrees. Over 
18 million eggs were processed this year. 

As the fry (recently hatched fish) -develop 
they swim to the surface into a rearing tank. 

From here they're placed in rearing ponds 
until they become an-acceptable size to 
.distribute in the lakes. 

* The chain will "be slocked this year and 
not suffer from problems experienced in 
other parts of the .slate," said Robert 
^Williamson, head of Prorogation, Division 
Fish and Wildlife Resources at the 
recognition dinner, 

■"It seems like every year our field 
biologist asks for more and more fish,' f he 
said. 



"We're greatly expanding in both number 
and species. There is a request for another 
$100,000 for the hatching budget "in FY86,"' 
said Williamson. 

The Fox Chain will see 6.5 million walleye, 
13,000 northern pike and 6,500 muskie. 

= "We've seen some really beautiful fish 
come out of these areas. "Records are ouf 
there to be broken," he said. , 

The NICC is offering current fishing repor- 
ts and activities for the "Chain O' Lakes by 
calling 395-NICC.

The Antioch Village Board accepted a 
proposal to pass an ordinance that will annex 
property surrounding the village limits, 
making them part of the village, at a meeting 
April 16. 

The board .reached the decision after a 
committee met and discussed problems and 
benefits of annexing into the village. 

Problems seen : by targets of the annex at- 
tending the board meeting, were various 
zoning changes, (i.e. from suburban residen- 
tial to highway commercial) ; hooking up to a 
. water main if a septic problem should occur; 
the opening of Zelinger Lane and an 
inevitable tax increase. £ § 

One particular resident, proposed thai the 
board- put into effect a restriction from the 
opening of Zelinger Lane for a period of 
several (25-30) years. Mayor Raymond Toft, 
as well as other board members, expressed 
no desire to' open the. Lane but felt it was 
wrong to restrict future boards from doing as 
they wished. j? 

Many residents expressed the desire to be 
"left alone'^ feeling the annexation was un-. 
necessary, j . ' gs^ 

V'We want! to ' liave~~a clean map," said 
Village Clerk Marylin Sterbenz. 

"For years now the board has talked about 
annexing all properly surrounding the 

., village," she stiid. ~ 7^ 

"These. people will be getting UieTvillage 
services they've always "gotten only now 



they'll be paying for them," said Sterbenz. 

Considering all of the papers are in order, 
the ordinance will go into effect May 6, she 
said. 

-In other village business, bids .were ac- 
cepted for the cleaning of the village digestor 
and the installing of an O'akwood Knolls 
Sewer.

All profits from the Illinois 
State Lottery would .go for 
education under a bill 
cosponsored by Jack Schaf- ' 
fer(R-CrystalLake). 

"Most people thought that 
the lottery was started for. 
the express purpose of. 
helping to pay for education 
and I' want to make sure that' 
.the' net proceeds do go for 
that purpose," SchafferuSaid.
